THREE NEGROES KILLED 
AND MANY WOUNDED 


Forty-one of the Negroes Were 
Captured — Negroes Were 
Barricaded in Huts and for 
Hours It Was Impossible to 
Dislodge Them—No Further 
Rioting Anticipated. 


Guthrie, Okla., March 25.—On_ the 
scene of the famous Creek Indian up- 
rising of last year, at Hickory settle- 
ment, three negroes were killed, five 
wounded and forty-one captured in 
a battle between twenty deputy 
sheriffs and one hundred negroes. The 
fighting began late Wednesday and 
continued without interruptions until 
10 o’clock today. 

Fiye deputies went from Henrietta, 
18 miles north to the negro settlemeeng 
to arrest cattle thieves,. thought to be 
concealed in the house of one or the 
negroes. They were met at tne edge 
of the camp by a party of armed ime- 
groes, who refused to allow them to 
enter. The deputies persisted and 
were fired upon. Being out- numbered, 
the five deputies fied. 

A few hours after the first clash, a 
larger posse, heavily armed, reached 
the settlement. Some one fired a shot 
and the rioting was on. When night 
fell the excitement increased and ne- 


groes roamed through the woods firing 


and yelling. 
The fight continued as a series of

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WILL SOON BE ERECTED 


Council Committee .Appropri- | 
ates the Money to Change 
the Grades on Luckie Street, 
Cone Street, Spring Street, 
Fairlie Street and James 
Street. | 


The plan tg change the grades of 
several of the streets in the business 
center of the city was approved by the 
finance committee of the general coun- 
cil yesterday afternoon and the money 


necessary to do the work was passed 


up. 

The plan is to raise the grades on 
the following central thoroughfares: 

On Luckie street from Forsyth to a 
half-way between Cone and 
Spring streets. 

On Fairlie from Poplar to Carnegie 
Way. 

On Cone street from a point haif-way 
between Poplar and Luckie streets to 
Carnegie Way. 

On’ James street from Forsyth 
Spring. 

This means that a section of the city 
that is now in a hole will be lifted up. 
The greatest HMft will be on a portion 
of Cone street where the grade will be 
five and a half feet higher than.it is at 
present. 

This plan follows the raising of the 
grade of Forsyth street between Luckie 
and Peachtree, the work having been 
started some time ago. 

Im Heart of Business District. ) 

All the section that is included in this 
great improvement to business prop- 
erty lies in the rear of the new post- 
office building. The territory has been 
regarded as too low for business houses, 
but now, when the grade is raised, it 
will be converted into one of the finest 
business districts of Atlanta. 

One feature about the whole pian is 
that it is to cost the city a compara- 
tively small amount of money, bhe cily 
being called upon to pay for only the 
cost of taking up and relaying the pav- 
ing. This work will not ¢ost over 
$2,500, and that amount was réadily 
appropriated by the finance committee. 
The money is to come from two funds, 
$2,000 of the amount to be taken from 
the chert assessment fund for the difth 
ward, and $600 from the convention 

The property owners will pay for all 
the work of grading streets. It is be- 
lieved that the county, will let the con- 
victs do a part of the work. 

Great Improvements to Be made. 

Just aS soon as the proper grades are 
established. and even before the grad- 
ing is completed, old buildings will be 
torn down and fine new store houses 
erected in their place.” It igs estimated 
that several hundred thousand doliars 
will be expended for the erection of 
new buildings in this section of the city 
within the next##two or three years.

By the expenditure of only a few 
hundred dollars, which the finance com- 
mittee of the general council agreed to 
appropriate yesterday afternoon, one of 
the most important of the-city’s busi- 
ness centers is to be vastly improved, 
thereby iricreasing the value of real 
estate up in the hundreds of thousands 
of doliars, as well as beautifying that 
part of Atlanta. 

The finance committee instructed the 
etreet committee to have the city at- 
torney accept the proposition of Joel 
‘Hurt, whereby he gives to the city 
the southwest corner of Ivy street and 
Bdgewood avenue so as to widen Gil- 
mer street, provided the city condemns 
and buys the southeast corner of Edge- 
wood avenue and Pryor street so as 
to -widen Edgewood avenue at that 
point. Mr. Hurt further agreed to give 
enough property to widen Exchange 
place between Edgewood avenue and 
Ivy street and pay for any other prop- 
erty the city would have to condemn 
on Exchange place. He was also will- 
ing to let the city have a small tri- 
angle which stands off from the large 
triangular lot bounded by Edgewood 
avenue, Ivy street and Exchange place. 

What City Had Agreed to Do. 

Mr. Huy stated that the city had 
agreed years ago to widen Edgewood 
avenue at the corner of Pryor street, 
and, the property was condemned, but 
in a litigation the city lost out ona 
technicality. He believed the city was 
now in honor bound to carry out its 
contract, as men had invested money 
in that part of the city believing that 
Edgewood avenue would be widened.

Her tragic death has shocked the 
first social circles of the capital as 
nothing else has in years. Tonight the 
members of the Lorillard family, fa- 
mous because of its» weatth, are gath- 
ering here to mourn over the unex- 
pected blow. In spite of the coroners 
certificate of death by suicide, mem- 
bers of the family declare that Mrs. 
Lérillard died of heart failure. 

Death Very Dramatic. 

The death was made more dramatic 
by occurring only a few hours after 
Mr. and Mrs. Lorfllard had been the 
guests of Mrs. Townsend, on Massa- 
chusetts avenue, at a dinner given in 
honor of Lady Paget. In fact, it is be- 
HNeved that as soon as Mrs. Lorillard 
arrived at her home at 2030 Hillyer 
Place, shortly after midnight this 


|'morning, she began to prepare for her 
| death, tof 

About 8:30 o'clock “this morning the 
butler in the Lorillard residence ~ de- 
tected an odor of gas permeating the 
rooms. With little difficulty the origin 
of the fumes was. traced to Mrs. Loril- 
lard’s apartments. Opening the door of 
the bath room, just off of her suite, 
the butler was horrified to behold the 
body of the mistress of the house 
stretched out lifeless on the floor. Her 
face was turned to the mat on the 
floor, 


Husband Tried to Revive Wife. 

The alarm given by the butler brought 
Mr. Lorillard from his apartments 
across the hall. Together they carried 
the limp body of Mrs. Lorillard to her 
room. The servant was dispatched for 
a doctor, while Mr. Lorillard attempted 
to revive his wife by means of artificia} 
respiration. * Dr. M. F. Outhbert, the 
family physician, was summoned, and 
arrived about the.same time that Dr. 
H. R. Deale was admitted to the rest- 
dence. Both resorted to every method 
within their power to restore life, but 
after an hour’s effort, gave wp. 

Shortly afterward Dr. J. Ramsey 
Nevitt, the coroner, was notified. He 
visited the ‘Lorillard home, and after 
an investigation, ordered Deputy Coro- 
mer Glazebfook to perform an autopsy, 
upon the completion of which Dr. 
Nevitt issued a certificate of suicide 
by gas poisoning. He said later the 
Zas was escaping from one or more 
jets in the bath room when: the body 
was discovered, and the condition of 
the lungs indicated death by gas poi- 
soning. : 
Familiy Very Reticent.

It is under- 
stood that it contains no. deciaration 
of an intention on the part of Mrs. 
Lorillard to take her jife. 

Mrs. Lorivdard was jsubjet to fre- 
quent attacks of despo noy, it is said.

Atlanta Shippers Notified 
of a New Rule. 


On Shipments of All . Classes 
of Goods Under 100 Pounds 
the Railroads Will Charge 
the Highest Price That Is 
Possible. ;

The shippers of Atlanta have jugl 
railroads which will increase the cdst 
of a large majority of all shipments of 
gOods in packages of under |00 pounds. 

Up to this time the railroads have 
re aktep the shippers the same for one 
Hundred pounds of any class of goods 
and any fraction of 100 pounds. 

In other words, a man paid the same 
for sending by freight 100 pounds of 


to prepare a4, 


Sugar that he paid for sending fifty 
| pounds, but .under, the new ruling he 
may pay more for shipping the fraction 
than for sending the full hundred. 

This will come about in this way: The 
Classification committee of the rail- 
roads has divided all goods into classes. 
There are six numbered classes and six 
or seven lettered classes, with different 
prices for each class. 

Under the new order of things, when 
a man ships a fraction of a hundred 
pounds of anything, instead of paying 
the price demanded for 100 pounds of 
goods of that class, he will be required | 
to pay for 100 pounds of the highest 
class, thus greatly increasing the cost. 

This will greatly affect all small ship- 
ments to points within the state, and 
will impose a hardship upon the mer- 
chants of all the large cities as well as 
,;upon the ‘recipients in the smallér 
towns. 


Importance of New Rate. 
The importance of this decision of the 
railroads to the people of the state will 
be seen when it is considered that prob- 


ably 65 per cent of the shipments of the 
country are in lots of 100 and fractions 
of 100 pounds, and that 50 per cent of 
these shipments in the south are in 
classes lower than the first two. 

The Atlanta wholesale merchants 
were greatly concerned ang interested in 
this announcement and a number of 
conferences were. held during the day. 
The board of the Atlanta freight bureau 
met, but no action was taken. 

Harry T. Moore, traffic manager of this 
bureau, said that the board had not yet 
announced any decision as to whet stand 
it would take in the matter. “Of course,” 
said Mr. Moore, “this new rule of the 
railroads will be an expensive one for 
the shippers, and the only way to get 
around it, if it remains in effect, 
make larger shipments.”’ 

A prominent railroad man, in discuss- 
ing the néw rate, said: “The- shippers 
were notified of the proposed change 
thirty days ago and hearing no com- 
plaint, we put the rate into effect. You 
see these amaller shipments are just as 
much and oftentimes more trouble ‘and 
expensive than the larger ones; Often 
they are jost in transit, and 60 the roads 
lose.’ 

Atlanta merchants, in talking of the 
rate, deciared tt was impossible (for 
many smali dealers in country towns to 
order large shipments, as ey had only 
a small market. :

URDER CHARGE 
ANGERS PRINCE 


And Causes Him to Re- 
nounce Right to Throne. 


Servian Crown Prince, Accused 
of Killing His Servant, De- 
clares He Will Not Rule Over 
People Who Accuse Him. 
Prince a Hair-Brained Youth. 


Belgrade, March 25.—George, crown 
prince of Servia, has renounced his right 
of succession to the Servian throne. This 
action is the result of a bitter press 
campaign in which the crown prince was 
accused of being the cause of the re- 
cent death of one of his servants, a man 
mamed Kjolakovits. 

Suspicion of Murder. 

In a letter to Premier Novakovitch this 
morning the crown prince announces 
that he has taken this step rather than 


rest under the suspicion of having mur- 
dered his servant, who had died recently, 
and that by the renunciation he foregoes 
all special privileges and immunities 
that attach to the person of the heir 
to the throne. Continuing, he expresses 
his willingness to proceed abroad for 
a lengthy sojourn. 

The action of the crown prince was ap- 
parently taken without consulting any- 
one, and even the king, his father, was 
not aware of it until the premier visited 
him with the prince’s letter in his hand. 

Public Pleased. 

The general public is highly pleased 
with the renunciation of the prince, and 
hopes it will mean his permanent oblit- 
eration. The prince’s wild career and 
contempt for law has scandalized the 
country. Alexander, the prince’s young- 
er brother, is much more intelligent, and 
would be a much more acceptable heir 
to the throne. 

The prince’s servant, Kolakovits, was 
removed to a hospital Jast week suffer- 
ing from internal injuries, and he died 
after an operation. His death was due 
to injury consequent upon galling down 
stairs. 

According to current report, Kolako- 
vits, before his death ,asserted that the 
injuries to his head and abdomen had 
been inflicted by the crown prince. 

Hair Brained Youth. 

There have been many previous re- 

ports of the brutalities of this hair- 


brained youth since he came to Belgrade 
after the murders of King Alexander and 
Queen Draga in !903. Statesmen and of- 
ficials of high and low degree are said 
to have been beaten and fired on by the 
prince during his fits of crazy anger. 
Another story credits him with the mur- 
der of a gamekeeper, and still another 
with an attempt to kill two footmen 
who opposed his efforts to force nis way 
into a Belgrade nursery. 

A cabinet council tonight decided that 
the premier is incompetent to receive a 
direct communication from Crown 
Prince George, who is subject only to his 
father’s authority. The premier will, 
therefore, return the letter and will ad- 
vise the*prince to address himself to the 
king.

CASTRO TO FIGHT 
TO REGAIN POWER 


He Declares That He’s 
Needed by Venezuela. 


Former President Talks Bitter- 
ly of Treachery of Gomez. 
Called Back to Venezuela 
by God and Destiny. 


Paris, March 25.—Gipriano Castro, 
former president of Venezuela, lef: 
this morning for Bordeaux. 

At the railroad station, Senor Castro 
confided to a small group of Vene- 
zguelan admirers his intention of re- 
establishing his power in Venezuela by 
a revolution, should this be necessary. 
AYter entering the car he leaned from 
a window and spoke with an earnest- 
ness and passion which left no doubt 
that he was convinced that he was an- 
ether Napoleon returning from Elba to 
reconquer his country. 

“Like Francis I, all is lost 
honor,” Castro decared. “T am going 
back to Venezuela. My country needs 
me. and my mission is there.” 

He spoke bitterly of the treachery 
of Juan Vincento Gomez, whom he left 
as vice president, and who has since 
Leen made president of Venezuela, and 


* predicted that those now in control of 


the state would drive the country into 
bankruptcy. A 

Castro denounced as lies the stories 
of his fabulous wealth and said he was 
not even rich enough to remain in Bu- 
rope, where, furthermore, life had no 
attractions for him. His impassioneé 
nature, he explained, yearned for ac- 
tivity, and forced him again into the 
tumult. As the train pulled out of 
the station, Castro's parting words 
were: ‘ 

“I believe that God and destiny call 
me back to Venezuela. I intend to ac- 
complish my mission there, even 
though it involves revolution.” 

Castre to Stop at Trinidad. 

Bordeaux, March 25.—Cipriano Castro 
arrived here today from Paris. He 
will go on board the steamer Guade- 
loupe tomorrow. 

Castro has elected to land at Trini- 
dad. The agent of the French Line 
formally notified him that he must 
leave the steamer at some port of call 
before Venezuela. 

Dutch Watching Castro. 

Willemstad, Curacao, March 25.— 
The commanding officer of the Dutch 
fleet today visited the local offices of 
the French Steamship Company, and 
secured detailed information regard- 
ing the size, speed, etc., of the steamer 
(juadeloupe, on board of which Cipri- 
ano Castro sails from Bordeaux to- 
morrow. 

This has given rise to a repetition of 
the rumor that Holland will take some 
forcible action against Castro at Trin- 
idad, or elsewhere, in case it becomes 
apparent that he intends to attempt to 
disembark on Venezuelan territory.

Negro Woman and Child Killed 
Near Nesse—Two Reported 
Dead at Hoschton—Damage 
Will Amount to Thousands. 


Athens, Ga., March 25.—(Special.)—This 
Section was visited by a terrific wind 
storm last night about midnight. much 
damage being done. The damage in 
Athens was restricted to the blowing 
down of fences and a few chimneys, as 
well as a few roofs being torn up, but 
in the neighboring counties the storm 
was much more severe. 

in Madison county, near Nesse, a ne- 
gro house was blown down and a wom- 
an and her child were killed. It is ru- 
mored tnat two persons were killed in a 
house near Hoschton, Jackson county. 

In Oconee county the storm swept 
across about a half-mile path from High 
Shoals toward Watkinsville and Athens, 
tearing down barns and a number of 
houses. Near High Shoals a negro 
named Cummings was imprisoned in his 
house along with his family, and it re- 
quired several hours of hard work to 
gain his liberty. 

In Maysville, the roof of the large mer- 
cantile house of Carr, Boyd & Co. was 
blown away and the rain did damage 
to the amount of $2,000. Near Nesse a 
large barn and gin were destroyed on 
the plantation of R. T. Bullock. Fully 
a dozen houses were blown down around 
that place. 

The gin at Center Ga., was destroyed, 
as well as several smaller houses. The 
destruction to the forests was severe in 
some imstances a clean sweep of the tim- 
ber ‘being made. 

Narrow Escape of Students. 

Oxford, Ga., March 25.—(Special.)—Ex- 
actly at midnight Wednesday night Ox- 
ford was swept by a cyclone. The ne- 
gro Methodist church, which has recent- 
ly been almost completely remodeled, 
was practically destroyed, and the new 
veranda to E. W. Williams’ residence 
was torn away. Two Emory students, 
L. O. Woodruff, of Porterdale, and P. 
B. Harmon, of Millen, narrowly escaped 
with their lives when a tree crashed 
through the roof of thé cottage they oc- 
cupied, almost demolishing the building.

Released From Asylum 
Only Month Ago. 


— 


Former Representative in State 
Legislature Cut His Throat 
While on Central Train Yes- 
terday — Lived 30 Minutes, 
Praying All the Time to Die. 


Swainsboro, Ga., March 25.—(Special.) 
Hon. George H. Bell, former represent- 
ative of the state legislature, recently 
released from the state insane asytum, 
committed suicide by cutting his throat 
while on the Central of Georgia train 
No, 4 from Atlanta to Savannah early 
this morning. He was found under a 
seat when the train reached Toomsboro 
by Conductor Robert L. Drake. 

He first stabbed himself. under the 
heart with a knife, which he obtained 
from a friend. When the conductor 
picked him up Bell reached into — his 
pocket, took out the knife and cut his 
throat. He lived for thirty minutes, 
praying all the time to die. The bedy 
was taken to Wadley, and from there 
Sent to this city to his relatives, who 
Were grief-stricken when they heard 
the news. In the seat where he had 
been sitting was found a newspaper in 
which was an account of his wife’s suit 
for divorce. 

His Eventful Life. 

One month ago yesterday he, after a 
vigorous fight, was released from the 
asylum at Milledgevilie, on the grounds 
that he had been iliegally committed 
to that. place. He had been confined 
there three years. The order of the 
judge was that he would be given lib- 
erty in thirty days, provided he wus 
not legally committed to the asylum. 
The asylum authorities, however, let 
him go at that time. Since leaving, his 
wife has entered suit for divorce from 
him, 

Early in life he was an actor in a 
western company. He befriended a 
member of the company, Mrs. Blanche 
Burton, who was the means, a month 
ago, of obtaining freedom for _ him. 
After leaving the stage he came back 
to Swainsbors, where he started a 
newspaper, subsequently being elected 
to the legislature. He wags about 35 
years of age, and was the son of Dr. 
Green Bell. Mrs. Burton\who lives in 
Indiana, has been notified, and it is pos- 
sible she will attend the funeral. No

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PUBLIC OFFICIALS AND THE LAW. 


That rigid enforcement of law without regard to the popularity of law, 
as well as unwavering integrity in office, are the only safeguards of police 
or judicial authorities is the lesson of a recent astounding statement by 
Police Commissioner Bingham, of Greater New York. 

Commissioner Bingham has virtually absolute power over the policing 
of the metropolis. A word from him means the enforcement of the law 
against vice and crime of very conceivable variety; a nod from him means 
the NON-ENFORCEMENT of the law, with unending possibilities of con- 
fusion, chaos and anarchy. 

He recently made the assertion, and there is no reason to question his 
veracity, that at the beginning of his term one criminal concern alone of- 
tered him a bribe of $600,000 if he would “let them alone;” in other words, 
if he would quietly and conveniently connive at what he could not help 
knowing was systematic and flagrant violation of law. 

Many of his predecessors in the same office, or similar offices, culti- 
vated easier conceptions of their official duties. They accepted direct*or in- 
direct bribes, and violations of law were prevalent, with the result that New 
York gives to municipal history some of its rottenest chapters in civic cor- 
ruption and civic pillage. 

The course of Commissioner Bingham is the only one that cities may 
tolerate in public officials. Men charged with admunistrative power virtu- 
ally without limit, may exercise no discretion whatever when the issue is 
whether law shall or shall not be enforced. : 

The law is on the statute books and it has all the weight of legisla- 
tive enactment and sanction. It may or may not harmonize with community 
sentiment; it may or may not commend itself to the judgment and the con- 
viction of police and judiciary. 
in neither event has either one of these authorities the power to mis- 
construe or subYert the law to public or private opinion. The remedy does 
not lie in this direction; it does lie in such legislative action on part of the 
public as will relieve officials from discharging their sworn duty, which is 
to enforce law Without regard to the effect or the personnel of those upon 
whom the consequences may fall. 

To disregard this fundamental of government in one respect is to let 
down the bars in every other respect. It is to encourage contempt for 
law, defiance of authority and the jeopardizing of the public safety. 

Broadly speaking, if laws are offensive to majority sentiment they should 
be repealed. They should not be nullified by loose interpretation or glaring 
misinterprétation. : 

That would be to put society and cities at the mercy of the predatory 
underworld. 
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HELL, EDEN AND THE FARM. 


“Out of Hell! Back to Eden!” 

It is with these epigrams, perhaps offensive to the sensitive ear, that 
Rabbi Landman, of Philadelphia, puts the relative cases of city and 
farm life. 

The rabbi, in an address before the Chicago Hebrew Institute, assev- 
erated that the city was the abode of all manner of wickedness: that it 
invited poverty, fostered and protected vice and stifled manhood. 

The “Eden” of the farm he viewed as the all-sufficiency and the sole 
antidote. There, he exclaimed, was the place where men swept the cob- 
webs of greed and grime from their brains, became attuned to the Infinite, 
cultivated financial and intellectual independence and surprised the real 
meaning of lite in its native habitat. | : 

There is something to be said on the negative side of the proposition, at 
least in the way of defense for the often-maligned city. To begin with, the 
prosperity of the country is largely dependent upon the demand created by 
the city. 

But in the essentials, as they apply to the average man and woman, the 
good rabbi is strikingly correct. The few countrymen who have risen to 
eminence are cited as illustrations of what the country-bred boy can ac- 
complish in and for the- city. But the enthusiastic politicians and doc- 
trinairies do not inform us regarding the millions of ‘the average country 
population who either fail directly or develop indifferent success in 
the city. . 

___ Rural Georgia, for instance, offers infinite opportunities for wealth and 
prosperity, The isOlation once the characteristic feature of country is 
rapidly receding into irrelevant tradition.

as will enable the south to lay tribute upon every portion of civilization. 

The other phase of the conference, that which looks to advancing pri- 
mary and secondary education in the rural districts, is hardly less important. 
The cities and towns of the south are better supplied with educational fac‘l- 
ities than the country. Failure to recognize and remedy this defect means 
that inequality of advantage which is a palpable subversion of the theory 
of American institutions.

STATE TO REESTABLISH 
CATTLE QUARANTINE 


Four Inspectors Will Be Em- 
ployed in North Geor- 


Commissioner of Agriculture T. G. 
Hudson has decided to reestablish the 
cattle quarant@me in certain north Geor- 
gia counties from which it is sought to 
eliminate the cattle tick that is respon- 
sible iffor Texas fever. 

To this end four inspectors will be em- 
Ployed at once and a quarantine line 
established around the counties of Steph - 
ens, Habersham and White. The state 
has made an appropriation of $5800 to 
this work, and while !t is small, it will 
pay the salaries of four inepectors for 
five months at $26 a month each. 

The work will be in charge of Assist- 
ant Commissioner R. F. Wright, who 
has been in correspondence with promi- 
nent citizens of the counties regarding 
this project. 

Attention is called to the fact that 
nothing has yet been heard from the 
United States department of agriculture 
with reference to lending assistance in 
this work. Commissioner Hudson thinks 
that department has practically with- 
drawn from the work in this state, but 
is still hopeful that it will return and 
assist in the eradication of this pest 
upon whose extinction the cattle indus- 
try so largely depends. 


COMMISSION APPROVES 
NEW ISSUES OF BONDS 


The Question of Peach Crate 
Weights Goes Over Un- 
til April 9. 


The railroad commission yesterday ap- 
proved the application of the Piedmont 
Power Company, which will develop a 
jlarge water power on the Tugalo river, 
in Habersham county, for. permission to 
issue $3,000,000 of bonds and $3,000,000 
common stock. The total bond issue is 
to be $5,000,000, but only the amount 
named will be issued at the present 
time. 

The commission likewise approved the 
petition of the Panola Light and Power 
Company, of Conyers, for permission to 
issue $25,000 of bonds and $25,000 addi- 
tional stock, making the total stock issue 

The issue between the Southern BEx- 
press Company and the peach growers 
of Georgia with reference to the pro- 
posal to increase the accepted weight 
of a crate of peaches from 33 1-3 to 40 
pounds was again deferred until April 
9. ‘rhe matter was referred to a com-~ 
mittee consisting of Commissioners Hill 
and Candler, as Mr. Candler goes into 
office on April !, and both the express 
company and the growers represented 
by the Georgia Fruit Exchange were 
requested to place all their data and 
arguments in the hands of the commit- 
tee in the meantime. Papers in the case 
are now being prepared by the interested 
parties.

Attorney General John C. Hart yester- 
day sent to The Constitution the follow-

Editor Constitution: Your editoria! in 
this morning's Constitution headed ‘“‘Set- 
tlement of Central Tax Case,” does an 
injustice to the lawyers who have been 
associated with me in that and the com- 
Ppanion case, the Georgia Railroad tax 
case. It is again erroneous in the state- 
mem, ‘““‘Without expense to them, Attor- 
ney General Hart has rendered the state, 
the counties and the cities interested 
a service which, had the conduct of the 
litigation teen placed in private lega! 
hands. would have cost them not a cent 
less than $50,000, and perhaps double 
thet sum.” 

This litigation (the Georgia Railroad 
branch of it) was begun before my in- 
cumbency to the office of attorney gen- 
eral by Governor Terrell, who was then 
attorney general, and by Hon. Boykin 
Wright, of Augusta, Ga., the former 
quitting the case when he was elected 
governor. Mr. Wright remained in the 
Georgia Railroad case until largely 
through his efforts it was brought to 
@ successful end last year by the ral!l- 
road paying its taxes. To the efforts of 
Mr. Wright, more than any other 
agency, or all combined, is attributable 
the successful ending of that case. At 
other times representing the state and 
the other taxing jurisdictions, valuable 
services were rendered by Hon. Hoke 
Smith, before his election as governor, 
and by Hon. James D. Kilpatrick, of 
Atiante. 

That portion of your editorial quoted 
relative to my compeneation is only in 
part correct.

Rules Laid Down by Mayor 
and General Council 
of Albany.

Department of Agriculture Is- 
sues Order in Conformity to 
National Regulation on the 
Subject — It Will Bar All 
Bleached Flour.

In line with the recently promulgated 
decision of the national department of 
agriculture, under the pure food law, 
forbidding the interstate shipment and 
traffic in flour bleached with nitrogen 
peroxide after July !, 1909, the state 
department of agriculture yesterday is- 
sued an official order prohibiting the 
sale of such bleached flour in Georgia 
after October |, next. 

It has been the policy of Commis- 
sioner T. G. Hudson to follow the reg- 
ulations of the national government in 
thes administration of the pure food law 
in this state, and this action is taken 
in accordance with one of the recent 
national regulations. 

Commissioner Hudson's 
follows: — 

Atlanta, Ga., March 26, 1908.—Under séc- 
tion 21 of the food and drugs act of Georgia, 
approved August 21, 1906, it is required that 
all rulings shall be made to conform to the 
national rulings; and inasmuch as the nation- 
al government has issued a ruling that flour 
bleached by nitrogen peroxide is an adul- 
terated product under the national food and 
drugs act, therefore it is hereby ruled that 
the sale of flour bleached by nitrogen peroxide 
will be illegal in oe, ate a Georgia on and 


after October 1, 
T. G. HUDSON, 
Commissioner of Agriculture of the State of 
Georsia. oe 
Extensive Effect on Trade. 

It is said that 75 to 80 per cent of 
the flour now sold in Georgia is bleach- 
ed by the nitrogen peroxide process, 
because it results in making a whiter 
flour amd enables the mill to use a 
larger portion of the wheat than is the 
case where flour is not bleached. 

Tt will readily be eeen, therefore, 
what an extensive effect this order will 
have on the flour trade in this state 

Most of the flour mills in Georgia 
employ the nitrogen peroxide process 
in bleaching. They will have to dis- 
continue this and stop the use of ex- 
pensive plants. 

It is urged that the use of nitrogen 
peroxide in bleaching flour has a dele- 
terious effect upon the consumer, and it 
was for this reason that the national 
government forbade its sale. 

Tennessee, North Carolina and other 
estates having pure food laws have fol- 
lowed the national government in 
adopting this regulation. Commissioner 
Hudson decided that under the law 
Georgia will also have to get in line. 

The milf men will stop using the 
bleaching process at Once, and will have 
time before the order goes into effect to 
dispose of the stocks now on hand. 

There is a dispute between the mills 
and the chemists as to the deleterious 
effects of the nitrogen peroxide process, 
but the law has decided against the 
former, and they will have to give in.

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LOSE LICENSES 


Assessment Companies 
_ Must Pay. Claims. 


Comptroller General Wright 
Declares He Will Protec: 
the Insured Public to Best of 
His Ability—Other Concerns 
Under Investigation. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright yes- 
terday refused to renew the licenses of 
two assessment fire insurance companies 
which have been doing business in Geor- 
gia, and has two others under investi- 
gation, in which similar action may ve 
taken, if it is shown they have failed to 
pay just claims against them. 

The companies whose licenses were 
not renewed are the Georgia Cooperative 
Fire Insurance Company of Savannah, 
and the Mutual Fire Insurance Company 
of Cordele. 

There are several judgments for losses 
Manding against both of these compa- 
nies, Comptroller General Wright said, 
in addition to which he has received 
numerous complaints with regard to 
their failure to pay claims. For that 
reason he has refused to renew their 
licenses, 

The comptroller general ig also inves- 
tigating two other assessment fire in- 
Surance companies, against which simi- 
lar complaints have been made, and if 
it is found they have failed to make 
g00d, they will likewise be refused 
licenses. 

Will Protect the Public. 

The state law does not require these 
assessment companies to have any capi- 
tal stock nor to make any deposit, the 
comptroller general pointed out. All that 
is required of them is that they shall 
make periodical statements to the comp- 
troller general, who is given the author- 
ity in his discretion to refuse to renew 
their licenses or to revoke them if the 
circumstances justify it. 

“This is the only protection which the 
public shas against companies of this 
sort,” ComptroHer General Wright said, 
“and I want to put them on notice now 
that in every instance where they fail or 
refuse to pay the just claims made 
against them, I shall stop them from do- 
ing business either by revoking their 
licenses outright or refusing to renew 
them when the time of renewal is at 
hand.”’ 

Comptroller Genera) Wright spoke as 
if he meant business, and the assessment 
insurance companies will be called on to 
toe the mark. | 

This applies not oniy to the fire com- 
panies, but as well to those insuring 
life. 


Other Companies Ruled Out. 
Several life insurance companies have 


also been refused license to do business 


in the state. Among these is the Great 
Southern Home Industrial Life Insur- 
ance Company of Birmingham, Ala., 
whose license the comptroller general 
has refused to renew because of the 
complaints againet it. 

Comptroller General Wright also re- 
fused to extend a license to do business 
in the state to the Interstate Life of 
Touisville, Ky., on the ground that its 
statement indicates that its capital is 
impaired, and its general condition is un- 
satisfactory 

Another company which has been re- 
fused a renewal of license to operate 
in Georgia is the Southern Fire Insur- 
ance Company of Fayetteville, N. C., 
which has been doing business in the 
state for several years, but whose state- 
ment does not show ap sufficiently well 
to warrant license renewal. 

Companies which fail to pay their 
claims, whether Georgia or foreign con- 
cerns, and companies which show weak- 
ness in their financial condition, will be 
barred. 


TAFT IS NOT COMMITTED 
TO INCOME TAX LAW 


Stevens Denies That He Is Pre- 
paring Bill lat the Sug- 
gestion of Taft. 


-_—---———_— 


Washington, March 25.—In the house 
of representatives today Mr. Stevens, of 
Minnesota, denied that he was con- 
cerned in the preparation of an income 
tax bill, in order to carry out any 
policy of President Taft on that sub- 
ject. The newspapers, he said, had 
given that impression. 

Mr. Stevens declared himself in favor 
of a modified income tax, and he 
thought a bill could be devised which 
would so segregate the various sources 
from which the tax might be collected 
as to leave no doubt as to what may be 
held to be constitutional, and what not. 
It was, he said, his intention to pre- 
pare such a bill, but added that it 
would be on his own responsibility.

Much attention was given by Mr. Un- 
derwood to the subject of raw materials. 
He was opposed to free raw materials, 
but said he was in tfavor of reducing 
tariff rates down to a strictly revenue 
basis. 

Crumpacker Favors Bill. 

Declaring. that the chief commenda- 
tory feature of the Payne tariff bill is 
the placing of certain crude, raw mate- 
rials vsed in manufacture, on the. free 
list, presentative Crumpacker of Indi- 
ana, the most pronounced downward ré- 
visionist among the republican members 
of the ways and means committee,: dis- 
cussed at great length the protection 
idea, and some of the most Important 
schedules in the new bill. He said that 
tariff bills are peculiarly the result of 
compromises, and that he had no doubt 
that the Payne Dill is a great improve- 
ment o¥er the Dingiey act. 

“The objects of protection,” said Mr. 
Crumpacker, “is to stimulate domestic 
industries along natural lines, where 
the resources of the country are capable 
of supplying the entire domestic demand, 
thereby creating home competition’ and 
gecuring to the people the comforts and 
accessories of life at stable and rea- 
sonable prices. Customs duties that are 
not levied in harmony with this princi- 
ple are not logical protective duties. It 
is not the policy of protection to simply 
surround special interests with condi- 
tions under which they may make in- 
creased profits. Neither should it be the 
object of protection to simply increase 
the price of commodities.” 

Mr. Crumpacker made a lengthy argu- 
ment in favor of free hides, asserting 
that the duty on hides has increased the 
cost of shoes for the wage earner, but 
has not created any demand for addi- 
tional capital, nor created employment 
for a single additonal laborer. He said 
the average farmer will derive more di- 
rect benefit in the decreased cost of boots, 
shoes, harness and other leather products 
than he now derives from the tariff on 
cattle hides. 


Betrayal of the People. 

Charging that the Payne tariff bill “‘is 
a deliberate betrayal of the American 
people,” and that “it is a fresh iNustra- 
tion of the perfidy of the pepublican 
party,’’ Mr. Sheppard, of Texas, bitterly 
attacked the measure.

reductions of the Payne bill affects them 
in no material sense. In marked con- 
trast to the favoritism shown the trusts, 
to the failure to increase the charges 
on alcoholic liquors are the new taxes on 
tea.and coffee, which (fall directly on 
the masses.” He said that it was true 
that coffee was technically on the free 
list, but argued that the countervailing 
provision made it dutiabdle. 


That Standard Oil Joker. 

Mr. Kusterman of Wisconsin opposed 
the countervailing duty on oil, which, he 
argued, had enabled the Standard Oil 
Company to sell oil in England at from 
3 to 4 cents a gallon less than in the 
United States. He declared that he had 
recewed positive aseurance that that
